Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiners and applicants discussed the instant invention in 
view of a powerpoint demonstration (attached). The fundamental argument and gist of the instant invention dealt with 
the complex adsorption of the metal species on the carbon substrate as a function of the carbon pzc in view of the 
cationic or anionic nature of the complex. The applicants demonstrated that by their methodology, the final size of the 
reduced metal species (Pt, Pd) can be controlled to a smaller size thus leading to higher degree of utilization of metal 
on the carbon substrate. The Examiners suggested more specifically defining the relationship between the carbon 
PZC and complex pH as well as more specifically defining what is meant by the term "carbon substrate." The 
Examiner's also noted that as the case was after-final, any claim amendments may not be entered. Also, any 
amendments and arguments would be evaluated in view of a further search and consideration of the prior art . 
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
